If the man who succeeds in grow- 
ing two blades of grass where only one 
grew before is one of the greatest 
benefactors of mankind, what shall be 
said of him who is able to produce six 
or eight heads of the cabbagelike broc- 
coli where only one grew previously, 
and, what is more, has made the plant 
a@ perennial? 

That is what an English horticultur- 
ist recently achieved. A writer in 
Chambers’ Journal tells of one of these 
new plants from which the grower cut 
fifteen heads six or seven inches in 
diameter. 

The broccoli should be of inestimable 
value to the small gardener, especially 
if he happens to have an odd corner 
where he can let the plants grow undis- 
turbed. Once they become established 
they assume the proportions of young 
bushes, and throw out their heads in 
all directions. They demand very lit- 
tle weeding; and as their roots thrust 
themselves deep into the soil, they are 
not appreciably affected by dry weath- 
er. In the spring, as soon as the shoots 
begin to run, the plant needs some 
thinning; but there is no waste, for the 
shoots when cooked form an appetizing 
dish of the flavor of asparagus. 

The fact that to cut 27 massive 
heads from a dozen plants is no un- 
usual achievement gives an idea of the 
prolific yield of this novelty among 
cabbages.—Youth’s Companion.

eution and a plea for clean polities." 

Seott Was indicted on fifty-four counts 
evontained in four true bills two months 
ago. He was arraigned June 2b and 
pleaded not guilty on Juue 25. His

The cause went to the jury at o:3o 
orclock ail: 2a, At or20 oeloek the 
jury sent for the exhibits in the case 
and at 6:30 they were taken to dinner,

COLLEGE FIGURES SHOW FEW 
RANCHERS NEED HELP 


Berkeley.—The farm labor shortage 
in California dwindles before exact 
statistics, according to the returns 
from reply cards sent to 28,225 farm- 
ers by the College of Agriculture of 
the University of California. 

Out of more than 28,000 farmers 
queried as to how many _ laborers 
they needed, only 1611 were suff- 
ciently interested to make a written 
response, and of these 1611 there were 
1206 who sent in the information 
that they didn’t need any extra help. 

From the 405 farmers who did re 
port a labor shortage on their farms, 
the total shortage appears as 342 
men, 566 women and 106 children.

Farm labor agent, who sent out the 
cards, believes that the farmers them- 
selves will be responsible if they 
actually find themselves short of har- 
vest help, since 98 per cent of them 
either didn’t answer his questions or 
said they had all the help” they 
needed. 


Amsterdam Street Car Service. 

The electric street car service of 
Amsterdam is municipally owned and 
managed. Its annual receipts are 
nearly $2,000,000, with a profit of 
about 10 per cent. No deficit has ever 
sccurred under the city munagement. 
The lines of cars are numbered from 
one to 19, and have a total of 40 miles 
of track. The cars bear their re 
spective numbers and signs to show 
the starting and terminal points and 
important intermediate places. When 
the routes are known, however, the 
lines are always referred to by their 
numbers. The trolley support is 
formed of two arms, about two fect 
apart from the base up to near the 
top, where the space widens to about 
four feet, the width of the horizontal 
rod which touches and travels along 
the overhead wire. Thus there is 
never the trouble of delay caused by 
the trolley getting off the wires, as 
where a wheel is used. Between the 
arms of the trolley-support hangs the 
number of each line, in large figures 
plainly visible several hundred = feet 
distant. The number fs also shown 
against glass at each end of the ear,

THE WAR WILL BE 
WON BY AMERICA 


Voluntary Food Conservation 
Effort Paints to Victory, 


Says Mr. Hoover 


Washington.—America will win the 
war, Herbert Hoover declared in a 
statement last Saturday night, be- 
cause of its superior resources and 
through the ability of the American 
people to organize. 

“Germany accomplished less in this 
direction in 12 months,” said Mr. 
Hoover, “than our people have in 
four. The only need of lesislation 
and authority is to curb those who 
would profit by this voluntary move- 
ment. 

“More than 2,000,000 women have 
enrolled as members of the food ad- 
ministration and pledged themselves 
to follow its directions as to saving 
good within the household. Within 
60 days many more millions will have 
become members. 

“No one can rightly be gloomy over 
the outcome for the American people 
in this war. Success in this war is 
a question of resources, and the will 
and ability of the people to organize 
themselves to use them rightly and 
endure. Many thinking Americans 
and the whole world has been watch- 
ing anxiously the last four months 
in the fear that democratic America 
could not organize to meet auto- 
cratic Germany. Germany has been 
confident that it could not be done. 

“Contrary proof is immediately at 
our door and our people buve already 
demonstrated their ability to mobil- 
ize, organize, endure and prepare vol- 
untarily and efliciently in many di- 
rections and upon a mere word of 
inspiration, aside from the remark- 
able assemblage of our army and 
finances. 

“We entered the war four months 
ago and it was announced by the 
President that one of the great prob- 
lems of the war would be food. 
There has been no consequential na- 
tional or local legislation, yet the 
greatest spontaneous volunteer effort 
ever made in histury has not only 
provided us with a larger stock of 
food supply as a result of patriotic 
planting in every quarter, but wasle 
is being eliminated out of every crack 
and cranny of our homes and of our 
industries and this is being done 
without compulsion of the law but 
by spontaneous effort and self-denial 
of the people. 

“Our present prospects indicate an 
increase of production of cereals by 
850,000,000 bushels. Literally millions 
of new gardens have been planted or 
extended everywhere. We have the 
largest supply of vegetables ever in 
our history. 

“The wolf is at the door of Europe 
and with all these surpluses our stock 
of foodstuffs would still have been 
too little for the demand upon us dur- 
ing the coming year if our people had 
not responded to the call for wise 
use, economy and elimination of 
waste. The response not only in 
planting but also in cultivation has 
been of such a spontaneous, magnifi- 
cent order as to give us confident 
optimism in the ability of our people 
to prepare and to persevere. 

“Our American canners will this 
year produce about 1,700,000,000 cans 
of fruit and vegetables. Our Govern- 
ment and the allies will require about 
200,000,000 of these cans. The re- 
turns we have from various state or- 
ganizations, from the results ob- 
tained, indicate for the first halt of 
the season that the American women 
will preserve 200,000 jars and cans 
this year of fruit and vegetables and 
will thus supply any deficiency called 
for by the armies.”

IRISH NOT A POOR PEOPLE| 


Even Beggars of the Green Isle Have 
Money Stowed Away, Says. Amer- | 
ican Vice Consul. 


Ireland is in a more prosperous con- 
dition than ever in its history, ac- 
cording to James Thompson, Ameri- 
cun vice consul at Queenstown, who 
so tells the Washington Post. 

“The people of the United States 
appear to have an erroneous impres- 
sion regarding Ireland,” said Mr. 
Thompson. “It is popularly supposed 
that the Irish people are very poor. 
This is far from the fact. There are 
few poor people in Ireland. True, 
there are beggars, professional mendi- 
cants, but most of these huve a snug 
sum stowed away. Since the begin- 
ning of the war wages have advanced 
in all the industrial trades in Ireland 
and the average workman lives gs 
well if not better than the workman of 
America. Munitions factories have 
been established in numerous places, 
throughout Ireland, and the workmen 
in these factories get an average of 
$5 a day. The ordinary laborer is 
drawing a higher wage than ever, and 
neurly all of them have nicely fur- 
nished houses and their wives and 
daughters wear silks and sutins. They 
have not yet taken up the automobile 
habit, but if prosperity continues per- 
haps they will come to this. There 
ure, however, very few 
in Ireland, the government having com- 
mundeered most of the machines. It’s 
very expensive running a machine, 
however, for gasoline is selling at 52 
cents a gallon. 

“Food prices have risen beyond all 

reason. New potatoes are bringing a 
higher price than ever before; meat 
sells for 36 cents a pound; butter at 
40 cents, sugar at 12 cents. Coal has 
gone up to 48 shilling a ton and will 
reach 60 before long. 

“Queenstown is a closed port, and 

has been since September of 1914,” 

continued Mr. Thompson.
